Judge Grants Writ; 
Lewis to. Detroit to 
Push Strike 


Smith and Layton in 
Battle Over New 
Ordinance 


LINCOLN, Neb., C'P)—State 
.Senator John A. Comatock in¬ 
troduced a bill legalizing 
euthana.sia — so called "mercy 
deaths,” in the unicameral legis¬ 
lature today. 

His bill was sponsored by Dr. 
Inez C. Phllbrick, former Uni¬ 
versity of Nebraska physician. 

The measure would provide 
for district judges to act as ref¬ 
erees to whom any adult suffer¬ 
ing an incurable and painful 
disease might apply for permis¬ 
sion for a "merciful death.” 


FLINT, Mich. (A’l - - Circuit 
Judge Paul V. Gadola granted an 
injunction this afternoon restrain¬ 
ing strikers from occupying two 
General Motors plants here. 

The judge announced his deci¬ 
sion less than an hour after na¬ 
tional guardsmen, clearing the 
street in front of the Chevrolet 
Motor company plant, heart of the 
strike trouble area, had seized a 
union sound truck and set up eight 
machine guns at either end of the 
street. 

Broadcasters Arrested 

Two men in the .sound truck. 
Merlin Bishop, an U. A. VV. A. or¬ 
ganizer who was broadcasting 
from it, and Paul Garrison, were 
taken into custody. 

Col. Joseph Lewis, commanding 
officer of the guard force, told 
newsmen the men in the sound 
truck were ‘‘doing too much 
talking.” 

The guardsmen pointed bayonets 
at the backs of the pickets to 
force them to depart. 

Order Plants Kvacuated 
The injunction also lestrained 
the strikers from picketing and 
ordered the men to evacuate the 
plants within 24 hours. 

After citing numerous Michigan 
couit decisions, mostly regarding 
the legality of picketing and on 
properly rights, Judge Gadola 
said: 

‘This court cannot lake the 
mandate of 1936 as a guide but 
must follovfr tile law of the state. | 
‘‘We therefore must grant the : 
relief asked by the plaintiff.” 

He ordered Sheriff Thomas VV. 
Wolcott to serve notice on the 
sit-down strikers in Fisher plants 
nos. 1 and 2 immediately and: 
said that a reading of the notice ' 
to them W'ould be considered by; 
liim as sufficient legal service. \ 

Judge Gadola pointed out at the 
oul.set that the only issue involved 
in the evacuation was the ques¬ 
tion of ‘‘possession of property.” 
.‘■liecifically whether the employes 
had any right to occupy property i 
of General Motors. i

yesterday that “legality of sit- 
down strikers is not an issue; only 
the right to hold property.” I

The change will facilitate and 
expand the services to both em¬ 
ploye and employer, it was said. 
It will likewise avoid confusion 
on the part of applicants for jobs, 
as well as tho.se seeking employe.s, 
as all will clear through one cen¬ 
tral office.

Mrs. J. H. Leebrick of the 
county welfare department will re¬ 
main in charge of the employ¬ 
ment files in the welfare depart¬ 
ment while transfers of records 
and changes are made. She also 
is one of several applicants be¬ 
ing considered for the new posi¬ 
tion as head of the woman’s em¬ 
ployment division of NRS.

ROME. lA’l--Excited Romans 
gave the Charles A. Lindberghs a 
“hide and seek” welcome today at 
the end of a leisurely flight from 
Pisa, second stage of the birthday 
air jaunt that seemingly leads to 
Egypt. 

In high spirits, they pursued the 
famous couple into a hangar 
around the wings and “props” of 
planes and finally into an airport 
office. 

The Lindberghs reached Littorio 
ai^port at 4:58 p. m. 

Their flight, over an air route 
of 125 miles along the Italian 
coast, took nearly two hours. They 
took off at 3 p. m. from the Pisa 
air field, where they had visited 
the famous leaning tower. 

The Lindberghs went to Pisa to 
avoid “terrific” storms over the 
Alps. 

Airport officials said the Lind¬ 
berghs probably would spend the 
night in Rome and go on tomor¬ 
row, perhaps to Brindisi.

Freeman of Lincoln county intro¬ 
duced a bill last night that would 
render "null and void” the mar¬ 
riage of any per.son under 14, re¬ 
gardless of the parents’ attitude. 

‘Humiliates’ State 

He said the marriage of the 
mountain child and the young 
farmer caused Tennessee to be 
"humiliated in the eyes of our 
sister states.” 

Another bill, offered by .Senator 
Fletcher R. Morgan of Chatta¬ 
nooga, provides that a county 
clerk issuing a license to anyone 
under 16 years of age would be 
guilty of a mi.sdemeanor. 


Tennessee has no marriage age 
limitations in ca.ses where parents 
consent.

Report Violations 

Any person named as patrolman 
and members of the commission 
shall take an oath of office as gen¬ 
erally required for public officers 
before commencing duties. Patrol¬ 
men would serve for a year, but no 
appointment would be made until 
the person has served on a 30-day 
probationary basis. The patrol¬ 
men will report to the commission 
any and all violations of traffic 
safety laws which they see and the 
commission “thereupon shall take 
such action concerning the same 
as may in their discretion appear 
advisable.”

Shipment of 801 cars of or¬ 
anges, with F. O. B. returns of 
$908,079 to growers, was reported 
by Manager J. H. Bray at the an¬ 
nua! meeting of stockholders of 
the Frances Citrus association at 
the packinghouse today. 

Returns for the past season 
showed a healthy inerease over 
previous years, Bray said, pointing 
out that of the 801 cars shipped, 
650 were sold on the domestic 
market, 56 cars were exported, 72 
cars were sold as loose fruit and 
22 went to the citrus exchange 
by-products plant. 

Freight on the shipments to¬ 
taled $378,790, he added, while 
direct payrolls for the packing¬ 
house and picking and hauling 
amounted to $101,151. Other pay¬ 
rolls necessary in producing and 
marketing the crop brought the 
labor cost up to $138,300. In ad¬ 
dition to this, the grower paid out 
about $82,770 for labor, Bray 
added.

Dr. Francis E. Townsend has 
definitely denounced Edward J. 
Margett, former California direc¬ 
tor of the Town¬ 
send movement, 
in printed form 
and on ’’Town¬ 
send National 
Weekly” station¬ 
ery. The commu¬ 
nication is entire¬ 
ly too long to 
quote tonight. 
'ITie writer will 
therefore give 
the highlights of 
this denounce¬ 
ment and will fol¬ 
low with other 
portions of the 
doctor’s state- 
ment tomorrow 
evening and later. The writer 
would comment before reciting the 
doctor’s message that if all that 
Dr. Townsend says concerning 
Margett’s Townsend activities are 
true, then once again it becomes 
the sad truth that another of the 
Townsend movement’s former 
leaders has been unworthy of the 
trust that has been imposed in 
him. 

According to this published 
statement of Dr. Townsend the 
thunderings that were heard from 
Margett about big .salaries being 
paid at the Townsend national 
headquarters to Townsend officials 
were just a medium to get the 
confidence of the Townsendites. It 
also appears that this was want¬ 
ed because of the help it would be 
to Margett in being boosted into 
the general management of the 
Townsend movement over the na¬ 
tion.

Commenting on the above the 
doctor says, "The.se requests and 
petitions from California are the | 
result of Mr. Margett’s radio ap- | 
peals and speeches criticising na¬ 
tional heailquarters, the Townsend j 
Weekly and the people whom I I 
have employed to carry on the 
work of the national organization. 

I cannot approve of the tartics of 
Mr. Margett in attacking the na¬ 
tional organization with the hope 
of promoting himself into the con- I 
trol of it. I 

’ I am .sure that the signers of i 
the.se letters and petitions are sin¬ 
cere and loyal workers for the 
Town.send plan, but they must be 
cognizant of the fact that the 
United States covers a big terri¬ 
tory. What some California peo¬ 
ple want may not be agreeable to 
other Townsendites in that state 
or in other states.” 

’The doctor concludes his state¬ 
ment as to the possibility of Mr. 
Margett being allowed to take over 
the command of the national 
movement by saying, "I .shall not 
comply with Mr. Margett’s de¬ 
mands. Mr. Margett cannot, or 
will not, work with Mr. Brinton 
and Mr. Young in the manage¬ 
ment of the Townsend Weekly. I 
must have cooperation and peace 
in the headquarters of our move¬ 
ment.” Tomorrow evening’s col¬ 
umn will contain further quota¬ 
tions from the doctor’s published 
statement given to the press.

During 1936, Manager 
Smale Tells Growers 


Visions of a string of sodium 
mercury lights to guide the mot¬ 
orist through fogs that frequently 
blanket the Coast highway .were 
aroused last night by a discussion 
brought before the board of di¬ 
rectors of the Orange County As¬ 
sociated Chambers of Commerce, 
meeting at the Green Cat cafe, 
Santa Ana. 

E. B. Sharpley brought the dis- 
cu.ssion to a close with a motion 
that delegates take the matter up 
with their respective chambers 
and report at the next regular 
meeting of the major group. 
Sharpley explained that in some 
Instances state highway money is 
being spent for such lighting. 

Apprehension of two measures 
before the state legislature re- 
stiicting contributions by public 
utility concerns and by city coun¬ 
cils and county supervisors 'o 
chamber of commerce budgets led 
to a motion asking chambers to 
take action and make recom¬ 
mendations. 

The next meeting will be in 
charge of the legislative commit¬ 
tee which has been instructed to 
invite the county’s three members 
of the state legislature to attend. 
The meeting will be held at Yorba 
Linda Feb. 23. 


NEWPORT - BALBOA. — Hear- 
ings before the senate committee 
on commerce in reference to allo¬ 
cation for harbor maintenance will 
begin Feb. 15, according to Con¬ 
gressman Harry R. Sheppard. 

‘‘This is of particular interest to 
our Newport harbor,” stated Shep¬ 
pard. "Maj. Gen. E. F. Markham 
of the war department has rec¬ 
ommended that $15,000 be spent 
annually toward maintenance of 
Newport harbor, provided local in¬ 
terests furnish suitable spoil dis¬ 
posal areas as required. I will do 
everything possible to push the 
plan for federal maintenance 
through the army and navy sub¬ 
committee for appropriations.” 


GARDEN GROVE.—Receipts of 
the Garden Grove Mutual Orange 
association for the past year 
amounted to $207,691, for which 
the grower received an average 
of $1.13 per field box of 50 pounds 
of fruit. Manager E. J. Smale re¬ 
ported at the annual meeting to¬ 
day at the Woman's clubhouse, 
which opened with a turkey din¬ 
ner at noon. 

The report showed that 234 
cars of fruit were handled, 230 
of which were Valencias and three 
were navels. Exports amounted 
to 6500 boxes for 1936, about one- 
third as many as were exported 
the previous year. 

The grower, Manager Smale re¬ 
ported, received approximately 50c 
more per field box for the 1936 
crop than for that of 1935. Cost 
of operation during the past year 
totaled $53,508 of which the major 
part was spent for labor. At the 
peak of the season 125 people 
were employed in the house and 
fields, he reported. 

J. W. Crill, chairman of the 
board, presided at the meeting, 
which followed the dinner attended 
by 165 growers. Several speakers 
were present from the Mutual Or¬ 
ange distributuis at Redlands.

Frank Lockhart, who operated 
a merchant patrol service here un¬ 
til he got into a row with another 
patrolman, Bert Dawson, was left 
out in the cold last night.

The permits were issued with 
the understanding that the three 
men submit maps of the territory 
where they will operate, to Chief 
of Police Floyd W. Howard. Un¬ 
der the new ordinance, the city 
is given power to set up districts 
and the chief of police to regulate 
the patrol services. 

It was understood, from state¬ 
ments of councilmen, that Dawson 
will be given the territory he now 
is working, which includes the 
area from Walnut to Washington 
east of Main street. Wagner, it 
was understood, will get the sim¬ 
ilar territory west of Main street. 
The balance of the city will go 
to Betten, who is a private de¬ 
tective. It also was understood 
that Betten and Wagner have 
some sort of working agreement, 
whereby they will cooperate in of¬ 
fering night patrol service to mer¬ 
chants and others. 


VATICAN CITY. (A»l—Statistics 
published in the Vatican news¬ 
paper, Osservatore Romano, and 
attributed to the Spanish college 
in Rome asserted today between 
40 and 50 per cent of the Spanish 
priesthood and 11 bi.shops have 
been killed "by reds" in the civil 
war. 

The article .said: 

"Before the war the Spani.sh 
clergy was composed of 600 bish¬ 
ops, 33,500 priests and 20,640 
members of religious orders.” 

Letters from bishops and priests 
and testimony of 188 priests and 
bishops who fled Spain to come 
to Rome, the paper said, "indi¬ 
cate for all Spain that 40 to 50 
per cent of the priests and 11 
bishops have been assassinated by 
the reds, 

"Many localities have been vic¬ 
tims of hatred of the Communists 
but that docs not mean precise 
orders have been given in regard 
to them. But the massacre of 
priests and destruction of churches 
was certainly ordered in high 
quarters. 

"It is still difficult to say who 
was responsible for the.se high 
orders.” 


Orange county "goes along with 
the crowd" pretty consistently in 
spending money for education.

The state average was 
$93.07. Kern county spent $105.53, 
Riverside county $72.12, San Ber¬ 
nardino county $79.87, and Santa 
Clara county $89.08. The aver¬ 
age daily attendance in these 
counties ranged from 12,128 in 
Riverside county to 18,485 in San 
Bernardino county. 

Comparative Costs 
For high school students in 
1935-36 current expenses in Or¬ 
ange county averaged $172,06. 
The state average was $151.38. 
Kern county spent $195.77, River¬ 
side county spent $136.43, San 
Bernardino county spent $136.08 
and Santa Clara county spent 
$149.46. 

For elementary schools in 
1935-36 the average total outlay 
per student in Orange county, in¬ 
cluding current expense, capital 
outlay and bond interest, was 
$124.06. For the high schools it

Santa Ana city schools will seek 
to recover part of the money stolen 
from them by the flu and cold 
germs during the past few weeks. 

This announcement was made 
today by Superintendent of Schools 
Frank A. Henderson, who said the 
schools here will seek to recover 
part of the loss suffered from drop 
in daily attendance during epi¬ 
demic of flu and bad colds. 

$100,000 Loss 

Already the influenza and cold 
epidemic has cost Orange county 
schools more than $100,000, it was 
estimated in figures secured from 
County Superintendent of Schools 
Ray Adkinson, 

Adkinson notified school dis¬ 
tricts throughout the county that 
they can apply for emergency daily 
attendance aid from the state, 
which may offset part of the loss. 
The loss is caused from reduction 
in state aid because of lowered 
average daily attendance. 

One-Fifth .Absent 

A .special ruling from the state 
now makes it possible for districts 
afflicted with epidemics to apply 
for aid on attendance figures based 
on an average for the past three 
.vears. It was estimated that the 
loss in average daily attendance in 
Orange county has been 20 per 
cent or more. 

However. Dr. K. H. Sutherland, 
county health officer, said today 
I that indications are that the epi- 
I demic of influenza is breaking, 
j There were 136 cases reported by 
I doctors last Friday, 91 Saturday 
j and but 42 yesterday. 


Santa Ana may undertake proj¬ 
ects costing $880,000 during the 
next six years. 

Last night the city council ap¬ 
proved four more big projects 
which will be among those sent 
to the state planning commission 
for inclusion in the national re¬ 
sources committee outline of con¬ 
templated public works program 
for the neJct six years.

Sewer Repair 

One of the projects is for work 
on section No. 1 of the outfall 
sewer, costing $120,000, of which 
$54,000 would be the cost to the 
city if the project is undertaken. 

Another tentative project is for 
a collection system on the sewer 
system, costing a total of $60,000, 
of which $27,000

Councilman Smith voted no on the 
proposal. 

Another project the mayor and 
auditor were authorized to sign 
was to continue Santiago park 
project work between Main and 
Santa Ana boulevard. Because of 
the increase in pay for WPA 
workers made before the project 
was completed, the city will put 
up $600 in additional money. ’The 
government will spend $6849 more 
on the project. 

Push Storm Drain 

Mayor Fred Rowland and Au¬ 
ditor Lloyd Banks also were au¬ 
thorized to sign a project for 
continuation of work on the Sev¬ 
enteenth street storm drain for 
submission to the WPA. The proj- 
efct will cost the federal govern¬ 
ment $35,000 and the city $20,000. 

The city accepted a deed to an 
acre of land from the county, 
which will be included in the San¬ 
tiago park system between the 
Santa Ana boulevard bridge and 
the Main street bridge. 

Councilman Smith wanted to 
know what the city planned to do 
with the land, and whether it 
would mean an additional expense 
to the city. He voted no on the 
acceptance of the deed.

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Joseph Auslander and Audrey Wurdemann Bring Afternoon of Poetry to Ebell 


Poetic Credo 
Given by 
Pair 

Reception and Tea for | 
Talented Visitors 
Follows Program 

Poetry writing is laying a trap 
of words in the hope that a poem 
splashed with moonlight will enter, 
in the words of the poet, Joseph 
Auslander, who brought this mes¬ 
sage of beauty and the "poetic 
credo" to Santa Ana Ebell mem¬ 
bers yesterday at their meeting 
presided over by Mrs. F. C. Row¬ 
land in their clubhouse. 

That "poems splashed with 
moonlight" have been caught in 
the finely wrought traps set by 
Auslander since he started out on 
his "ai(venture" of writing poetry 
was shown clearly to those who 
had the pleasure yesterday of 
hearing him read some of his 
verses . . . for only the splash of 
moonlight could have inspired a 
man to think such thoughts as 
these: 

"Broken pieces of laughter on a 
spring evening:” "Let rain sink in 
your brain, let dew seep silver 
through," and his resenting the 
habit of lumping all kinds of rain 
together and saying just "rain." 

Rain, to Joseph Auslander, who 
lectures on poetry at Columbia 
university, is of as many kinds 
as there are kinds of people. He 
has seen the kind of rain that 
walks on tiptoe like a dancer: an¬ 
other kind that "swaggers like a 
drunken bully, lurching against 
lamp posts and banging against 
doors; still another that goes all 
hush, like a young girl, going to 
her first communion. 

Inspired by Lowell 

To the late Amy Lowell, this 
poet of the rain and other things 
he knew owes his finding himself 
in poetry, for it is from the day 
of her "dreadful” visit to the Har¬ 
vard Poetry society, of which he 
was a member—when she came in 
"under her own steam, preceded 
by a big, black cigar”—that he 
dates his true understanding of 
poetry writing. 

Her words to him, in that voice 
"like frozen vinegar with an edge," 
when, after having "beheaded" all 
his fellow club members, she pro¬ 
ceeded to behead him for writing 
about a skylark, a bird he had 
never seen, gave him his first real 
definition of poetry. 

From that moment, he told Ebell 
members yesterday, "I have been 
aware definitely and forever that 
the only poetry I could call my 
own was the poetry that passed 
through me. I have to write out 
of my own insides, out of the fire 
in my belly, not through a library 
window. 1 have to write my truth, 
even though it be a meager truth.” 

Amy Lowell, his inspiration in 
this "poetic faith,” he considers a 
great person, a remarkable wom¬ 
an, but not a great poet. She was, 
he believes, the greatest force for 
poetry in America since Walt 
Whitman. Whitman made poetry 
important: Amy made it respecta- 
bie, sold it to the people, eieated 
an audience for poetry, and made 
people poetry conscious. 

Among his own poems lead dur¬ 
ing his moat charmingly present¬ 
ed talk were “The Skylark,” which 
he considers his dedication to po¬ 
etry; "Pearl Maker," "Beware a 
Halo,” "Rain,” and “The Trees 
and the Intruders.” 

Miss Wurdemann Reads 

After his talk, he presented his 
wife, Audrey Wurdemann, great 
granddaughter of the poet. Shel¬ 
ly. and a talented poetess in her 
own right. Miss Wurdemann is 
the youngest poet ever to have re¬ 
ceived the Pultizer prize, and the 
first to have received it for a first 
book of poems. 

In her deep, resonant voice, this 
dark and lovely dreamer of dreams 
read some of her lovely lyrics, sev¬ 
eral of which she had written In 
Southern California. Among those 
chosen for yesterdays program 
were "Spring Song,” "Lake Elsi¬ 
nore,” “New Moon," "Heart,” "Be¬ 
ing Born," and upon request "The 
Grace of Gold.” 

As a parting thought, Joseph 
Auslander left with his hearers 
his “credo” that “winged horse 
sense is more importamt than horse 
sense." ■

In selecting a new hair style, 
first study the way your hair 
grows naturally and then the 
shape of your face.

There are some heart troubles 
that cau.se the patient as much 
anxiety as real heart diseases. 
They are usually various irregu¬ 
larities in the rapidity, force, and 
rhythm of the heart action. 

The trouble is with the innerva¬ 
tion of the heart. The rapidity, 
force and rhythm of a normal 
heart arc controlled from two 
nerve supplies. One is from the 
brain and .spinal cord, which 
cau.ses it to beat stronger, more 
rapidly or more slowly as the need 
requires. 

'Then there is a bundle of nerve 
tissue buried in the muscle wall 
it.self called the "His” bundle, 
which aids in the control of force 
and rhythm. Many things influ¬ 
ence the heart action. We all 
know how rapidly and hard the 
heart pounds when we are fright¬ 
ened. worried or apprehensive. 
This condition is only temporary 
and soon subsides. Some of us 
are inclined to be frightened and 
worried because we fear it will re¬ 
turn and that there is something 
wrong. This fear <ontinues the 
disturbance. 

Overactivity of certain of the 
glands of internal secretion causes 
rapid heart action. Particularly

Flood Would Catch Us Unprepared 

Y ou DON’T have to be an alarmist to realize that the 
weather conditions of the past month have hung a 
mighty flood danger over the rich Santa Ana valley. 

High in the inland mountains lie millions of tons of 
water in the form of snow. 

This frozen flood has been piling up ever since the 
heavy storms and freeze started some 30 days ago. 

It is now at record proportions. 

A sudden thaw—a warm rain—might release it with 
a roar on the river and streams below. 

This is exactly what happened 21 years ago during 
the 1916 disaster. At that time, torrents rushed down 
from the mountains, drowning several people and doing 
damage estimated at $1,800,000 to some 53,000 acres of 
highly developed ranch land. 

Since that time the population of the threatened low¬ 
lands has doubled and property values have quadrupled. 

Under certain weather conditions, this disaster might 
repeat in much more violent and destructive form. 

A severe flood would inundate cities, destroy roads 
and railroads, erode or dump sand and cause great loss 
of life and property. 

People back in the Mississippi and Ohio valleys would 
read about us—like we do about them now—and exclaim, 
“How horrible!’’ 

If Providence ordains a sudden thaw in our mountains 
—nothing can be done this year to avert the calamity. 

We will be caught like rats and have to take it. 

But next year—and the years to come—we can har- ; 
ness the swollen streams by getting to work in earnest on 
the Orange county flood control project. i
